SEEK LOW FIRE RATE 



The public hearing with refer- 
ence to the proposed anti-shingle 
ordinance will be held by the Ordi- 
nance and Law Committee of the 
Borough Council, in Elm Hall, at 
8 o'clock Monday evening, the 
29th. It is to the interest of all 
property owners to make it a point 
to be present or to be represented, 
and either to express their opin- 
ions on this ordinace or to listen 
to the discussion for and against 
it. This ordinance will come up 
for possible passage in Borough 
Council soon and the members of 
Council will be strongly influ- 
enced by the manifestations of 
public opinion which are revealed 
at this public hearing. 

This ordinance, if adopted, 
would be an amendment of certain 
sections of the zoning ordinance 
and if it should be passed, it is 
claimed that it would prove to be 
a sound and valid law which could 
be enforced and sustained against 
all attacks. It is not the disposi- 
tion of Council to impose serious 
restrictions upon property in the 
Borough, but Council insists that 
it is also charged with the respon- 
sibility of promoting greater safe- 
ty and security so far as the fire 
hazard is concerned. 

Opposition to the proposed or- 
dinance has been voiced in "Our 
Town" by T. Noel Butler, life- 
long opponent of anti-wooden 
shingle laws, and by William D. 
Smedley and S. Haws. All such 
objectors will have an opportunity 
to air their views at Monday's 
meeting.

Court Upholds Zoning Laws, 

Decision Affects Narberth 



The United States Supreme 
Court handed down a decision this 
week with reference to the zoning 
of business and residence property 
which undoubtedly will have a di- 
rect bearing upon the Narberth 
zoning ordinance, especially those 
phases of the local ordinance 
which prevent the development of 
business along Montgomery ave- 
nue. In that decision, the United 
States Supreme Court sustained

this ruling was, in 



some respects, similar to the Nar- 
berth situation. It came to the 
Court on an appeal by the village 
of Euclid, a suburb of Cleveland, 
O. The Federal Court for the 
Northern District of Ohio on a pe- 
tition of the Ambler Realty Com- 
pany had held that the zoning 
ordinance passed by the village 
council was void. 

The Euclid village council had 
classified the realty company's 
holdings as residential lots, 
whereas the company wanted 
them zoned as business lots. The 
realty company asserted that its 
property was worth $10,000 an 
acre if used as business sites, but 
not more than $2500 an acre for 
residential purposes. The realty- 
company based its action on the 
grounds that the zoning ordinance 
was in derogation of Article I of 
the Fourteenth Amendment of the 



Constitution, in that it deprived 
them of liberty and property with- 
out due process of daw and, furth- 
er, that it denied them the equal 
protection of the law. 

The Supreme Court sustained 
the zoning ordinance and denied 
the petition of the realty company. 
The written decision states that 
the segregation of residence, busi- 
ness and industrial buildings in- 
creases the security of home life, 
tends to prevent street accidents, 
especially to children; decreases 
noise and other conditions which 
produce or intensify nervous dis- 
orders and preserves a more favor- 
able environment in which to rear 
the young. The decision says 
also, "The ordinance now under 
review and all similar laws and 
regulations find their justification 
in some aspect of the police power 
asserted for the public welfare." 
Undoubtedly this decision will 
exercise a powerful influence on 
all decisions in cases bearing upon 
local zoning ordinances. 

Officers of the borough have 
recently been informed that a law 
suit against the borough to attack 
the Narberth zoning ordinance 
was contemplated, although defi- 
nite indications of such procedure 
have not yet become apparent.

As 10,000 people watched, Low- 
er Merion High for the first time 
in four years was toppled from its 
perch as ruler of Main Line schol- 
astic football, and Radnor, ancient 
rival, emerged to assume the 
crown taken from it in 1922. 

The occasion was the twenty- 
fourth annual gridiron classic 
staged between the two schools 
Saturday afternoon at Wayne and 
the sad news, that mournful dirge 
which runs in the ears of loyal 
L. M. rooters is "Lower Merion, 
; Radnor, 27. 

Four touchdowns and three 
points after touchdown that was 
Radnor's margin of victory. 
Score Belies Struggle. 

But while the Maroon and 
White lost there was no disgrace 
attendant upon it. Going up to 
Wayne with the odds against 
them and with impartial observ- 
ors predicting a runaway for Rad- 
nor, Coach Adams warriors fought 
one of the gamest battles that a 
Lower Merion eleven has ever 
staged. Three times did they have 
the ball within Radnor's six-yard 
line and at every stage of the game 
did they force the big Red eleven 
of Wayne to go the limit for a 
victory. It was a battle every inch 
of the way. 

The score belies the intensity 
of the struggle, and it is best ex- 
plained when it is stated that 
Radnor made it by the breaks of 
the game. Not one of those touch- 
downs was scored by a consistent 
drive down the field and through 
Lower Merion territory. This is 
attested to by the statistics of the 
contest which show but six first- 
downs for the Wayne eleven to 
eight for Lower Merion. 

But when it is claimed that Rad- 
nor won on "breaks" of the game, 
let there be no inference that it 
was a victory unearned nor by any 
means a fluke. Radnor got the 
breaks, but Radnor engineered 
those breaks and was alert and on 
its feet to take advantage of them 
when they occurred. Thereby 
hangs the tale which reads — two 
touchdowns on blocked kicks, one 
on an 80-yard run back of a kick 
off, and a fourth touchdown on an 
intercepted forward pass, which 
was thrown by Lower Merion as 
a final desperate bid for a score 
while within its own 15-yard line. 
Wonder Not Higher. 
Considering everything it is a 
matter of wonder that the score 
against the Ardmore eleven was 
not run up higher. Coach Adams 
in his invasion of Wayne took 
with him a green eleven; one that

and which after 
moulded into the semblance of its 
old self this fall was again hit 
when a five-year player rule was 
enforced to deprive it a captain 
and three other veterans. It was 
an eleven with weak ends and a 
slow backlield and one in such a 
shape that a linesman, Scott, had 
to be put into the back-field to add 
strength there. 

Against this aggregation there 
was a well balanced team with 
many veterans in its line up and 
with a pair of ends that are amon» 
the fastest and the best that have 
been produced at Wayne in sev- 
eral years. 

It was these two ends, perform- 
ing brilliantly for Radnor, who 
gave Lower Merion the most trou- 
ble and were responsible almost 
single handed for the downfall of 
theArdmore eleven. One was that 
colored flash, little Seth Brown, 
right wing for Radnor, who was 
the individual star of the fray and 
who was personally responsible 
for one touchdown and the starter 
of a march for another one. The 
other bov was his capable mate. 
Lamlev.'at left end, who scored 
one of 'Radnor's other six pointers 
and who was constantly breaking 
through Lower Merion's defense 
to harry the back-field men. 

Both these ends were fast; Lower 
Marion couldn't seem to stop them, 
and repeatedly they got down the held 



on Radnor punts to drop „,...«_..- 
Merion man, receiving them before he 
had time to stir out of his tracks. Sel- 
dom were these two taken out by the 
ends playing opposite them. Most o 
the time the Lower Merion backs had 
to attend to the job, and it was seldom 
that they were successful. 

Lower Merion's inability to cover 
these flashy ends and the slowness of 
its back field in providing interference 
for the man handling the ball explain 
in a large manner why the breaks 
which went to Coach Prevost s big Red 
eleven. . . , 

For the Ardmore team, Litchhelu, 
who came into the fray as a substitute 
quarterback in the early part of the 
third quarter, was one glittering per- 
former. His first act was to take the 
ball on a forward pass— the only one— 
and slip around the left part of Rad- 
nor's line for a brilliant run of 35 yards. 
And on the very next play the Lower 
Merion stands, steeped in deep gloom 
since Brown's 80-yard run for a touch- 
down at the opening of the half, were 
electrified to see Litchfield s big num- 
ber JO go through the Radnor line for 
another fifteen yards. 

A series of trick plays, patterned 
after those of Penn's four magacians. 
mixed up with line bucks and a couple 
of off tackle plays, directed at Captain 
Harkness in the left side of Radnor's 
line, then brought the pikskin to within 
the shadow of the Wayne goal posts. 
There the Maroon and White offensive 
stopped when Adam's proteges failed 
by a matter of inches to put the oval 
over the line. Radnor took the ball 
on downs and kicked to safety. That 
took the heart out of the team, and 
from that time on while it still con- 
tinued to fight gamely, Lower Merion 
never seriously threatened to score. 

Lower Merion had twice before had 
chances to score and both times failed. 
This was in the verv first quarter when 
the Maroon and White started hostili- 
ties like a world beater.

CLASS B. Roof coverings which 
are effective against moderate fire ex- 
posures. Under such exposure roof 
coverings of this class are not readily 
flammable and do not readily carry or 
communicate fire; afford a moderate 
degree of heat insulation to the roof 
deck; do not slip from position; posess 
no flying brand hazard; but may re- 
quire infrequent repairs in order to 
maintain their fire resisting properties. 
EXCEPTIONS. (a) Dwellings; 
(b) Frame buildings; (c) Buildings 
not exceeding two stories or 30 feet 
in height, and 2r>00 square feet in 
area, and not used for factories, ware- 
houses or mercantile purposes. 

The qualitv of roofing for all dwell- 
ings and otlicr buildings exempted in 
paragraph above, shall be as therein 
specified, or may be of a grade not 
lower than the following: 

CLASS C. Roof coverings winch 
are effective against light fire expos- 
ures. Under such exposures roof 
coverings of this class arc not readilv 
flammable and do not readily carry 
or comtinicate fire; afford at least a 
slight degree of heat insulation tothe 
roof deck; do not slip from position; 
posses no flying brand hazard; and 
may require occasional repairs or re- 
newals in order to maintain their fire 
resisting properties. 

A layer or roofing felt at least one- 
- : xteenth inch thick shall be placed 
between metal roofing and the sup- 
porting woodwork. The purposes _ of 
the felt is to prevent quick ignition 
of the wooden decking when the roof 
is exposed to burning brands or radi- 
ated heat. 

The wooden planking sheathing of 
roofs shall not in any case be extended 
across side or party walls. 

Any roof having pitch over CO de- 
grees, placed on any building over 40 
feet high, except towers or church 
spiers, shall be constructed of iron or 
steel frames filled with fireproof ma- 
terial not less than three and one-half 
Miches thick and shall be covered with 
approved roofing 

All flashings shall lie metal properly 
incorporated\vith the roofing material. 
Coooer flashings are recommended. 

The top and sides of dormer win- 
dows shall be protected same as the 
roof. 

This section shall not be construed 
to repairing of a wooden shingle roof, 
provided the building is not increased 
in height, but the renewal of such 
a roof is forbidden. No existing 
wooden shingl- roof shall be repaired 
more than fifteen per cent, at any one 
time or in any one year with other 
than approved roofing as specified in 
paragraph 2. 

On or before June 1. 1046. every roof 
covered with wooden shingles shall be 
replaced with apphoved fireproof ma- 
terial correspe-<ing with the require- 
ments for new buildings. 

All buildings shall be provided to 
with proper metal gutters and leaders 
which shall be connected to the sewer, 
and where there are no sewers such 
leaders shall be connected by pipes 
below the surface and under the side- 
walk of the street gutter or a cesspool, 
in such manner as will protect the 
walls and foudations from damage, and 
shall not menace the health or comfort 
of the public. 

Upon the roof of every building 
more than 15 feet high., which is not 
required to have stairs and bulkhead 
leading thereto, there shall be a scut- 
tle with stairs or substantial stationary 
step-ladder leading to same which shall 
be easily accessible at all times to all 
occunants without the use of keys. AH 
non-fire-proof scuttles shall be cov- 
ered on the top and edge with sheet 
metal or other approved fireproof 
material. The roof openings shall be 
at least two feet by three feet in size.

Justice of Peace, High Officer 

With Judge's Powers at One Time 



When mention is made of the 
fact that such men of note in early 
times of Montgomery County as 
Frederick A. Muhlenberg, Frede- 
rick Antes, Zebulon Potts or Rob- 
ert Loller held the office of justice 
of peace, it may seem as though 
that were a small office for men 
of such calibre to hold. But the 
office of justice of the peace was 
no minor one in the eighteenth 
century. The justice of the peace 
prior to the Revolution and for 
some years afterward had powers 
equivalent to those which the 
judges of the courts now exercise, 

Immediately upon the founding 
of the government of Pennsylva- 
nia, in 1682, justices of the peace 
were appointed. It is an English 
office, the justices in that country 
having been chosen from among 
the '"most efficient knights, es- 
quires and gentlemen of the law." 

The Pennsylvania justices of 
the peace were not necessarily 
men learned in the law. But they 
were men who possessed the con- 
fidence of their fellow-citizens and 
were esteemed for their probity 
and sound common sense. 
Could Hold Court. 

About the time of the Revolu- 
tion the justices had authority to 
hold courts of common pleas, 
quarter sessions and general pail 
delivery. Numerous other duties 
were, also imposed upon them. At 
one time, in an endeavor to check 
extortion among liquor dealers, 
justices were by law directed to 
fix the price of liquor periodically, 
and also the price of provender for 
horses. The latter provision sug- 
gests that the hostlers at the tav- 
erns had been emulating the man 
behind the bar.
